We are Getting Used To It 
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‘|GITRUS FUMIGATION 
STARTED Tilo WEEK 


Citrus fumigation started in earn- 
est this week, according to the state- 


ment of J. P. Coy, County Horticub 
tural Commissioner, who estimates 
that in excess of 25 per cent of all 
citrus groves in San _ Bernardino 
County will be fumigated this year. 

Figures for last year, according 
to the reports “filed with Mr. Coy, 
show that 1,060,000 trees, or ap- 
proximately 12,000 acres of citrus 
groves, were fumigated during 1921 
in this county. 

This season additional crews and 
equipment are in the field and all 
contractors report an unusually good 
booking of dates. “This fact,” states 
Mr. Coy, “leads me to believe that 
last year’s acreage, which by the 
way was a fine record, will not only 








be equalled but slightly surpassed 
this year. Considering the financial 
status of some growers resultant 


from last winter's freeze this fact is 
a remarkable one and lends confi- 
dence in the stability and growth of 
the industry locally. 

“Last year nearly 600,000 trees, or 
approximately 6,000 acres, were 
sprayed. J] believe there will be 
somewhat less this year as some 
cases of burned fruit and poor kills 
have discouraged growers who form- 
erly sprayed regularly. 

“Spraying combined with fumiga- 
tion treated, nearly 75 per cent of 
the groves in this county last year.” 

New fumigation regulations are 
now in effect and satisfactory early 
results are reported. They will en- 
able a much closer and more ac- 
curate check on actual accomplish- 
ments, in Mr. Coy’s opinion, and will 
assist both fumigator and grower 
with maximum protection. Rules for 
spraying are more difficult to com- 
pile, and Mr. Coy points out that 
the practice of contracting spraying 
by the tree or gallon instead of by 
the day helps to ifisure a poor job 
as the natural temptation to the 
contractor ig to hurry over with an 
insufficient kill in the first case or 
to treat ground as profusely as tree 
in the second. 

Various kinds of spray require 
different methods of application, this 
factor also having its effect in pre- 
venting the formulation of a _ uni- 
form set of rules similar to those 
now used for fumigation.

A special meeting for poultrymen 
of Southern California will be held 
at Ganesha Park, Pomona, on Fri- 
day, August 4, under the auspices 
of the Poultrymen’s Department of 
the Los Angeles County Farm Bur- 
eau and the Agricultural Extension 
Service. 

The purpose of this meeting is 
to give the Board of Directors of the 
Southern California Farm Bureau 
Egg-Laying Contest an opportunity 
to present to poultrymen their plans 
for the experimental feeding work, 
which it is planned to conduct at 
the Egg-Laying Contest grounds this 
coming year. An outline of this 
work has already been prepared in 
detail but it is desired to secure the 
approval of poultrymen before put- 
ting it into effect. The work as 
outlined to date includes  experi- 
mental work on various milk  pro- 
ducts and different types of green 
feeding to determine quality of yield 
as well as the hatchabality of eggs 
produced by these different feeds. 

As a special feature of the pro- 
gram, there will be talks by some of 
the best known poultrymen of the 
country, who will be in Southern 
California at this time, following the 
convention of the American Agsso- 
ciation of Instructors and Investigat- 
ors in Poultry Husbandry, which 
will be held at Corvallis, Ore., the 
latter part of July. A number of

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WHAT WE DID FOR HAITI 
OU ‘have read and heard a great deal 
of nonsense about the American occupa- 
tion of Haiti since 1915. 
Our marines landed there because the 
Monroe Doctrine was threatened by the land- 
ing of French naval forces. Some power was 
going to take a hand in Haiti. where life 
and property were exposed to incessant 
revolutions. where public credit was exhausted 
and payment of the foreign debt was im-’ 
periled. 

Tt was our job, both because of our location 
and our policy. How well we have done the 
job is told in the report of the Senate Select 
Committee on American Occupation of Haiti, 
made public by Senator McCormick. 

About 2 per cent of the inhabitants of Haiti 
can read or write. A few of them hate us 
because we needed the merciless graft they 
practiced on their fellow countrymen. 

The other 98 per cent, simple ignorant peas- 
ants, rise up and call us blessed. For the 
first time in Haitian history they have security 
for their property and persons. 

We have built for them 585 miles of roads. 
When the French left the island, in 1804, 
there were 500 miles of good highway; when 
we came, in 1915, not one 
the island was passable.

We are bringing them education as fast as 
public money is available. With security, 
taxable wealth is growing. Taxes are going 
into schools and publie service, not into the 
pockets of corrupt officials. 

We are teaching them to govern themselves. 
We have drilled a force of 2500 Haitian gen- 
darmes, largely officered by natives, capable 
of suppressing bandits and upholding stable 
government. We are training Haitian o*ficials 
fit to run such a government. 

Let Haiti look difty miles to the West, where 
Cuba, the same poptilatlon as Haiti, with 
3,500,000 souls, has attained independence and 
prosperity under our tutelage. 

Neither Haitian nor American — interests 
would allow us to interrupt a work so well 
begun.—Los Angeles Examiner, 
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“GOLDEN PROVINCE” OF 
ONTARIO 

ALIFORNIA will have to look to her 
laurels in the matter of gold production. 
Last year, the state yielded, in round 
figures, about $14,000,000, but note 
what Canada is doing. Without any flourish 
of trumpets the province of Ontario has slip- 
ped into the front rank as a gold producer. 
One mine, the Hollinger, at Poreupine, has 
developed until it is now one of the world’s 


greatest gold mines. In 1921 it produced more 
than $10,000,000 in gold, and in the ten years 
it has been milling has had an output of 
$48,000,000. Compare this showing with that 
of the New Modderfontein mine in the South 
African Rand, which heretofore has been ac- 
claimed as the world’s greatest gold mine. In 
its twenty-four years of life it has produced 
$39,000,000 worth of gold and paid $12,000,- 
000 in dividends. The Hollinger mine, in 
Ontario, made a net profit of $4,000,000 last 
year and paid dividends in excess of $3,- 
000,000. It is interesting to learn that surface 
deposits at Pofeupine, fully as promising as 
the original discoveries in that district, have 
been found at a dozen different points. On- 
tario is the only important locality in the 
world where gold production has increased in 
the last four years. Since January 1922, up- 
ward of 1,500 gold claims have been recorded. 
It looks as if California will have to give way 
to the Dominion’s ‘‘gold province,’’ as they 
are beginning to dub Ontario.—Los Angeles 
Saturday Night. 
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PARENTS AS TEACHERS 
VEN during the actual life of the child 
the development of the qualities that 
make for superiority and leadership is 
as much the responsibility of the parents 
as of the teachers. It is no exaggeration to 
say that the school simply supplements the 
home in this ‘endeavor. 

Education is often confused with the formal 
methods used in the class room, but being 
educated and going to school are by no means 
synonymous. Education is largely a process 
of acquisition and enrichment, whatever else 
you may think of it. And it is no reflection 
upon the schools to say that this acquisition 
takes place to a great extent outside their 
walls. 

It has been said that all thought is a mirror. 


‘Perhaps this is something of an exaggeration. 


But it is an opposite truism when applied to 
the thinking of the child in his pre-school 
years. Up to about the third year of his life 
the child imitates, in a non-purposive manner, 
all the actions within the range of his im- 
mediate experience. 

Parents and adults especially are mimicked, 
but pets and inanimate mechanical objects“are 
by no means excluded. In this formative 
period the child probably learns more in a day 
than he will later learn in a week. The 
acquisition is easy and spontaneous. So far 
as tne child is concerned, it is also aimless, 
and it is largely a matter of imitation or 
absorption. 

It rests with the parents to give it purpose 
and direction. If the child lives with the 
stammerer, the child, too, will stammer. If the 
people around him speak well and correctly, 
the child will learn to use apropriate forms 
and sequences through simple -imitation, and 
he will have nothing to unlearn later when 
the school takes up language habits——Covina 
Argus.

The chief value 
of his expedition to the American people, how- 
is his agreement to communieate four 
times daily to Washington the result of his

meteorological observations in the hope that 
the United States weather bureau will be 
able to use the reports in foreeasting weather 
conditions in the United States. The sending 
of these reports by wireless will enable the 
Washington scientists to study them along 
with daily weather reports received from all 
parts of the United States and Canada. 

The wireless has done much to relieve polar 
exploration of one of its greatest dangers— 
the likelihood of being eut off and stranded 
so that rescue is practically impossible. But 
the work still calls for the utmost courage and 
a high ideal of scientifie service. Captain 
Amundsen expects to give to the world new 
and important facts about air and water cur- 
rents near the pole, facts which may in time 
contribute largely to the solution of practical 
problems in navigation and especially forétell- 
ing the weather for the benefit of mariners 
and farmers.—Pomotropie.

Following is the text of an ad- 
adress delivered by Robert W. Hodg- 
son before the citrus Institute at 
Pomona on Friday, July 14: 


We are assembled here today on 
the occasion of the first meeting of 
the Southern California Citrus In- 
stitute. Summer meetings of citrus 
growers have been held in years 
Past under the auspices of the Cali- 
fornia Citrus Institute, a growers’ 
educational organization formed 
some four years ago for the pur- 
pose of conducting semi-annual cit- 
Tus growers’ meetings, and publish- 
ing the proceedings of the same. At 
its last annual meeting the direct- 
ors of the California Citrus Insti- 
tute voted to discontinue the summer 
meetings under their auspices and 
to turn these over to the Agricul- 
tural Extension Service and Farm 
Bureaus of Southern California, ap- 
pointing at that time a committee 
of five farm advisors to make ar- 
fangements for the 1922 summer 
meeting.. The committee entrusted 
with the holding of the summer 
meetings finally decided that the nat- 
ural and logical thing would be a 
Southern California Citrus Institute 
and a Central California Citrus In- 
stitute. 

We are, therefore, assembled _to- 
day on the occasion of the first 
meeting of the Southern California 
Citrus Institute, conducted under the 
joint auspices of the Agricultural 
Extension Service and Farm Bur- 
eaus of Southern California. This 
activity typifies a.comparatively new 
phase of the work of the State Col- 
lege of Agriculture in that it repre- 
sents am extension activity. 

Three Types of Work 


There are three characteristic 
types of work conducted by the 
State College of Agriculture. These 


are, in brief, research, the founda- 
tion of all new knowledge, conducted 














by the Agricultural Experiment Sta-|four in Los Angeles county at the 


tion at Berkeley and its various 
branches in different parts of the 
State; resident teaching, carried on 
by the College of Agriculture at 
Berkeley and at Davis, where stu- 
dents assemble to take the courses 
offered; and the newest of the three, 
extension work, conducted by 
Division of Agrieultural Extension, 
which has come to be known as the 
Agricultural Extension Service. The 
Agricultural Extension Service is 
bow operative in forty counties in 
California where local representa- 
tives are maintained usually with 
headquarters at the county seat. 

The function of the extension 
movement in essence,is to bring the 
College of Agrictlture to the indi- 
| vidual rather than forcing the indi- 
rye to go to the institution in 
the quest of knowledge. In an im- 
portant sense the Agricyltural Ex- 
tension Service is the sales agency 
for the State College of Agriculture. 
In addition it also represents the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture in a similar capacity. It is, 
therefore, the function of the Agri- 
cultural Extension Service to make 
available to the farmers of the 
county that information has _ been 
developed by the two above-men- 
tioned agencies and which is di- 
rectly applicable to the solution of 
the agricultural problems of the 
county. This work is done largely 
by means of demonstrations and 
tests, demonstrations of methods 
which involve field meetings, and 
demonstrations of results necesst!- 
tate the location of plots. With 
many agricultural problems no de- 
finite and final answer is as yet 
available, in which case’ the best 
recommendations which can be had 
are used in.the location of test plots 
which are kept under careful ob- 
servation, the results finally answer- 
ing the questions raised for the local 
conditions involved. 


Co-operation Brings Success 


The basis of successful extension 
work is co-operation with progres- 
sive public-spirited farmers. As a 
means of securing such co-opera- 
tion the State College of Agriculture 
has fostered the farm bureau or- 
ganization, which is conceived to 
be an assdéciation of the most pro- 
gressive and public-spirited farmers 
of the connty desirous of co-operat- 
ing with the State College of Agri- 
culture and the Federal Department 
of Agriculture, in promoting the wel- 
fare of the agricultural interests of 
the county. Through the medium of 
the farm bureau organization it has 
been found possible to greatly in- 
crease the effectiveness of the ex- 
tension service. In the highly spec- 
ialized agricultural districts of South- 
ern California such as are typified 
in Los Angeles county it has been 
found desirable as a means of great- 
er efficiency for the extension ser- 
vice to co-operate with groups of 
individuals raising the same or sim- 
ilar crops. This is particularly de- 
sirable in districts where a _ large 
number of crops are. raised, but 
usually not more than one or two 
by .the individual farmer who there- 
fore has become a specialist in his 
particular field of effort. 

From this necessity there has 
come the development of farm bur- 
‘eau departments, of which there are 


present time, with two additional 
ones to be organized this year. The 
formation of these departments is 
a distinct step forward in promoting 
efficiency in agricultural extension 
work.

extension specialists. These men 
are specialists in the different 
branches of agriculture and are em- 
ployed by thg state college to deal 
with special groups of producers 
working through the county farm 
advisor. With the recent appoint- 
ment of a citrus extension specialist 
W. R. Schoonover, formerly of Al- 
hambra, and with the launching here 
today of the Citrus Growers’ Depart- 
ment of the Los Angeles County 
Farm Bureau, all the necessary ma- 
chinery has been provided for the 
most efficient extension work with 
the citrus grower yet conceived. 
Experiment Station Work 

At one end of the line we have 
the experiment station. in particular 
in this instance, the Citrus Experi- 
ment Station, representing the Uni- 
versity of California, and the dif- 


ferent research bureaus of the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture engaged in studying citrus 
problems, developing new informa- 
tion concerning the needs of the 
citrus industry and the problems 
confronted by the citrus grower. 


fhie information is codified and pre- 
pared in usable form by the citrus 
extension specialist and in turn is 
given a local application through the 
farm advisor working directly with 
the citrus growers of the county 
through the medium of the Citrus 
Growers’ Department of the Farm 
‘Bureau. . 

Every link in the chain is now 
provided and the work of the re- 
search agencies articulates directly 
down to the individual, at each point 
in its transmittal receiving the neces- 
sary adaptation which makes It di- 
rectly applicable to the practical 
producer of citrus fruits. In turn, 
through the medium of the Citrus 
Growers’ Department, and the other 
links in the chain, the special ‘prob- 
lems of the industry can now be 
brought forcefully to the attention 
of the experiment station, a most 
important matter when one remem- 
bers that the list of research prob- 
lems is now so great as to make it 
necessary for the investigator to 
strictly limit his choice. 

In the development of the exten- 
sion movement, there has come the 
third side of the important triangle, 
research, resident teaching, and non- 
resident extra-campus teaching, all 
moving in harmony and all com- 
bined going to make up the func- 
tion of the College of Agriculture, 
University of California, as it re- 
lates to the agricultural interests 
of the state.

With only one change of magni- 
tude and few of any size, the Board 
of Equalization Monday completed 
its work of passing on complaints 
against the annual assessment.

The largest reduction was that 
granted the Arrowhead Springs Com- 
pany, Seth Marshall having protest- 
ed against an assessment of $125,000 
on the hot springs. -These waters 
are Comparatively little used. As 
the result of the showing made by 
Mr. Marshall the assessment was or- 
dered cut to $62,500. 
There were three or four other 
changes in the assessment, all of 
them small.

DEVELOP NEW WAY 








Twelve years ago the Fontana 
Farms Company, operating an 18,000- 
acre ranch six miles west of San 
Bernardino, faced the problem of 
planting 5,000 acres to citrus trees 
from their own nurseries. Since that 
time they have added to this acre- 
age every year. 

Such large scale transplanting ne- 
cessitated the development of a sys- 
tem that would not only facilitate 
handling, but also give a maximum 
of protection to the roots of the 
young trees. 

A rather unique system eventually 
was adopted. Twelve-inch well cas- 
ing was cut into 12-inch lengths and 
an iron hoop riveted to the top of 
each section. After the foliage of 
the young trees is pruned back, these 
lengths are slipped over the foliage 
and trunk and driven down around 
the roots until the tops are flush 
with the ground. ‘ 

This is done by two men with 
steel tamping bars. The pipe with 
the roots and the original earth en- 
closed, then is dug up and loaded 
on to a wagon. In the grove the 
pipe is put in place, and after the 
earth has been thrown loosely around 
it, is slipped out, leaving the tree 
in its new position. 

The entire process from pruning 
the tree in the nursery to loading it 
on to the wagon consumes less than 
five minutes.—Glenn Palmer, in Or- 
chard and Farm.

sales manager of the M. O. D., gave 


several interesting pointz on the 
1922 citrus crop. He said that about 


‘60 per cent of last year’s total crop 
‘of oranges had been shipped, show-

During the four months end- 
ing May 1, growers’ returns were 
56 per cent higher per box or per 
car than for the same period last 

With 28 per cent less tonnage,

PALM CANYON MADE 
A NATIONAL PARK 


How came the palms in Palm Can- 
yon? Away out in a rift of Mt. San 
Jacinto is a growth that puzzles the 
scientists of the world. When the 
forest of waving palm branches was 
originally discovered, there was not 
another palm of the variety within 
a thousand miles. Indeed, we are 
not certain whether the variety is 
found elsewhere, certainly not out- 
side the tropics. and probably not 
in the Western hemisphere. But the 
winds of some prehistoric era, or 
the currents of the ocean which 
originally covered the desert, or 
perhaps the flight of birds in some 
long forgotten age brought the orig- 
inal seed from which the forest 
grew, and the changing conditions 
removed all trace, leaving only this 
splendid growth of palms in the 
‘canyon opening back from the des- 
ert. It is natural wonder worthy of 
being preserved and protected for 
the admiration of those who come 
from far and near, and it has just 
been made a ‘national park. 
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KILLED ON WAY 


TOFIND GOLD MINE 


Although no further information 
has been elicited as to the relatives 
of Will Maurer the Los. Angeles. man 
who died at the Haben Hospital, Mon- 
rovia, from injuries received when his 
car capsized on the Foothill boule- 
vard, it was learned yesterday that 
the unfortunate motorist was on his 
way to search for what he believed 
to be a rich mine of gold and silver 
in the fastnesses of the San Gabriel 
Canyon. 

The prospector, who was forty-one 
years of age, had been the proprietor 
of a candy store in Los Angeles, but 
had sold out and had made prepara- 
tions to spend an extended period in 
search of the mine. 

Element of Mystery 

There is an element of mystery 

surrounding the dead man, according 
to the sheriff’s office in Los Angeles. 
All efforts have failed to uncover his 
antecedents or any clues to his rela- 
tives. It appears that although he 
was of a genial disposition and well 
liked by his associates, he was singu- 
larly reticent about his past, and even 
Gus Swanson, the motéfé¢yclist who 
accompanied him on the prospecting 
expedition, and who had been his 
friend for some time, had never been 
favored with any information as to 
his partner's family or relatives, 
He had learned, however, that 
Maurer had been a prospector at one 
period of his career, and it was 
thought this was in Arizona, but even 
the location of these activities had 
not been confided to Mr. Swanson, 
who is a Los Angeles man, his ad- 
dress being 2631 Stephenson Avenue, 
that city. 

The body is still at the Monrovia 
funeral parlors, and will be held there 
for a time, pending the possible find- 
ing of some relatives of the deceased 
According to his bank book, the dead 
man leaves quite a fair amount of 
cash, and there will be no necessity 
for the county to defray the charges 
for interment, even though no kin of 
the man should be found. 

The accident that cost Mr. Maurer 
his life occurred on the Foothill 
Boulevard near the bridge over the 
San Gabriel wash about 7 o'clock 
Monday evening. Mr, Swanson, who 
was riding the motorcycle behind his 
partner, witnessed the eapsizing of 
the car, but was at a loss to explain 
it. It was due in large part, however, 
in the opinion of the city marshal, to 
top-heavy loading of the heavy camp 
equipment, coupled with the fact that 
the steel ring gear may have buckled 
on the turn. 

The injured man was rushed to the 
hospital by a passing motorist but 
died a few hours later.

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FLIES A MENACE 
10 OUR LNES 


Flies are a pest. More than that, 
they are a menace. They are a 
menace to the happiness and the 
health ofsthe home, to our prosper- 
ity, to all that makes life worth 
living. Why? Simply because they 
are one of the best little distribut- 


ors of the disease germs that wreck 
health and sprea@ misery. For ages 
past the house fly, or as it is now 
called, the typhoid fly, has been rec- 
ognized as a pest. It is only in 
recent years that its real importance 
as an enemy to the human race ha 
been established. Now it is known 
that the fly carries typhoid, tuber- 
culosis, dysentery and many other 
germ diseases. Flies live in filth and 
carry it with them wherever they go. 
It has been found that there are as 
many as a half billion germs*in and 
on the body of a fly. That is a num- 
ber so great that we can hardly 
imagine it. 
How Flies Spread Disease 

The body of the house fly is cov- 
ered thickly with hairs and bristles 
of varying lengths, and this is eg- 
pecially true of the legs. Thus, 
when it crawls over infected mater- 
jal it readily becomes loaded with 
germs, and subsequent visits to hu- 
man foods result in their contamina- 
tion. Even more dangerous than the 
transference of germs on the legs, 
and body of the fly is the fact that 
bacteria are found in greater num- 
bers and live longer in the aliment- 
ary canal. These germs are foided, 
not only in the excrement of the 
fly, but also in the small droplets o/ 
regurgitated matter which have been 
called “vomit spots.” When we real: 
ize that flies frequent and feed upon 
the most filthy substances (it may be 
the excreta of typhoid or dysentery 
patients or the discharges of one suf. 
fering from tuberculosis), and that 
subsequently they may contaminate 
human foods with their feet or ex- 
treta or vomit spots; the necessity 
and importance of house fly cont¢ol 
is clear. 

If a fly but alight on food a mo- 
ment and is shooed away, he has 
probably left a generous deposit of 
disease germs which are eaten with 
the food. If there is e predomin. 
ance of typhoid germs in the mes¢r 
the fly has left and you are at that 
time susceptible to typhoid, you are 
very liable to see a period of sut- 
fering and even death. And all this 
from the invisible germs deposited 
by a fly in an instant. 

Germs are Real “Bugs” 

Germs are real “bugs,” alive and 
active but so minute as to be invis- 
ible to the naked eye. So active are 
they that they breed in alarming 
numbers. Many generations are born 
in a day and a half-dozen pair may 
fill the body with swarming, filthy, 
deadly germs in a few days. They 
gnaw at the inside of the body and 
as they destroy they multiply unt 
the victim succumbs to their power 
in a spell of illness. And if the vic- 
tim cannot successfully courteract 
these germs he lingers in disease 
or perishes from the effects. For 
this we may condemn that common 
murdererthe house fly. 

The fly mever stays where * is 
hatched. They come into our houses. 
They migrate with loads of stock 
in the cattle cars, from the farm to 
another with wagons and other 
means of transportation. You have 
undoubtedly seen a swarm of flies 
about a wagon load of milk cans or 
other material attractive to them. 

Flies breed very rapidly. It has 
been estimated that the family of 
a single couple of flies would num- 
ber over 500,000,000,000. 

Manure Piles Allure 

The female fly lays eggs in batches 
of 75 to 125 eggs, and each female 
will lay two, three and even four 
batches. Manure piles are very at- 
tractive to the fly laying eggs. Garb- 
age cans with the lids off are also 
favorite nurseries, as well as dozens 
of other filthy places that are just 
as bad, and worse. These are the 
places the fly instinctively selects, 
and in from 12 to 24 hours the eges 
hatch and the little maggots start to 
feed on the filth that is food for 
them. 

Altogether, the time of a genera- 
tion of flies from egg through mag- 
got, rest period, to adult fiy and 
back to egg again is only from 12 
to 14 days.

UNTIRING EFFORT 
MAKES GOOD ROADS 


Untiring patience on the part of 
maintenance men is the secret of 
the excellence of French’ roads, ac 
cording to an article by Captain 
Perry K. Miller, United States En- 
gineer Reserve Corps in The Mili- 
tary Engineer. The following is 
quoted from extracts in Engineer- 
ing and Contracting (Chicago). To 
compare American roads to French 
{s unfair to our engineers, Captain 
Miller thinks, unless differences in 
circumstances are taken into consid. 
eration. One must make allowances 
especially for our severer climate, 
the enormous truck-loads, and the 
high speed of most of our traffic. 
We read: 

Many engineers say that road 
drainage is over 50 per cent. of road 
repair or construction. The French 
drainage systems are marvelous in 
their design, construction, and up? 
keep. However, were-we as skilled 
in this part of the road repair we 
would still have far poorer roads 
because the reckless haste of our 
impatient ngtures would prevent us 
from giving to the road surface the 
care which French roads receive. 

The Frenchman’s thrift presents 
itself in the design of the roadway 
proper. His repair practise is the 
last word in road maintenance. The 
typical French road section is shown 
in the illustration. The typical Bel- 
gian road section has a continuous 
road-wearing surface drainage plan 
and it is also shown in the figure. 

The Belgian road section’ makes 
it possible to totally eliminate the 
standing water troubles often ex- 
perienced in the use of the other 













































type, with well attended lateral 
drains, drains the roads properly 
and accomplishes the important 


work of holding most: of the worn 
particles of’ the road surface, which 
play so important a part in the 
continuous French road repair. 

The caretaker starts out for his 
work with a two-wheel cart in which 
he has a stone fork, a shovel, a 
pick, a rake, and above all his im- 
provised brush road broom. The 
road metal is always seen very neat- 
ly piled at frequent intervals along 
the roadside. Very rarely does he 
require new material for binding 
the road metal. 

It is the every-day attention that 
keeps the French road in the state 
of perfection that we always find 
it. After rains or showers the can- 
tonniers are _ particularly active. 
Every meter of road is worked at 
intervals of from one to five days. 
Every piece of road metal finally is 
brushed into its proper place and 
there becomes fixed. It is not un- 
usual to see French road-workers 
make several steps to brush single 
pieces of stone into some particular 
spot.

Joseph Klein, his wife and 12-year- 
old daughter, Alexandria, left their 
home in Chicago two weeks ago in 
their luxurious sedan to visit Cali- 
fornia. They reached Ludlow Fri- 
day night with the story of their ter- 
rible introduction to the land of 
their hearts’ desire.
